Jews and Freemasonry. 

TrHene is very little doubt, we imagine having regard especially 
to the letter from Dr. AurkLSON, the respected Minister of the Leeds 
Old Hebrew Congregation, which we printed in our last issue, that 
considerable differentiation against Jews has been prevalent in 
certain Freemasonry Lodges. Complaints that again and again 
have reached us tend to show that the reprehensible discrimina. 
tion has not been confined to the West Riding of Yorkshire, to which 
district Dr. AneLson particularly referred, as did also another gentle 
man, Mr. Lyox, whose complaint was previously published in the 
Jewish Chronicle. Nothing, however, could be more satisfactory than 
the reference tothe matter, which was made by Sir WILLIAM RAYNOR, 
the Provincial Grand Master, at the annual meeting of the Provincia! 
Grand Lodge of West Yorkshire, and the report of whose speech 
found place also in our columns last week. Sir WILLIAM pointed 
out that although there were, of course, among Jews—as among all 
sections of the country—incligibles who ought to bse banned from 
Freemasonry Lodges, to exclude a class of men was a different 
thing from excluding individuals, and to exclude a class of men 
because they were Jews was, apart from all else, glaringly 
Inconsistent on the part of Masons. “How could they 
honour Kriya Souomon,”’ asked Sir Winciam, ‘and reproach 
one of their own day for having the same blood in his veins 
as had the Kina? Regard for KIng, SOLOMON should teach 
them to regard with sympathy all who belong to the nation of 
which he was the exalted head. This, from the point. of view of 
the Craft, could scarcely be better or more pointedly put. But if 
occurs to us, too, that any such. prejudice or manifestation of 
narrow-mindedness on the part of Freemasons is an offence agairut 
the basic principles of their Order.

distinguished active English-born protagonist in the Zionist 
Canse. His letter brought into co-operation a few adherents— 
men whose names are now almost forgotten or at least are strange 
to the average Zionist. The late Colonel Goldsmid, Lady Swayth- 


lings father, was, perhaps, from many points of view then the 
leader of English Zioniam as he had been the leader of the 
‘i Zionist Movement for some time. Haham Dr. Gaster 
did yeoman service in building up a Zionist Federation in this 
country. With splendid courage, which must always be remem- 
bered to his credit, he refused to bow the knee to the Baal of his 
‘ahamad and persisted, despite all their cajoling and all their 
tening, to carry on what he considered to be his duty as a 

and a Jew.

Welldo I recollect once -hearing Haham Dr. Gaster begin his 
oration on Zionism at a meeting I attended with a kind of 


preamble, in which—and one could see in imagination jusf 
a suspicion of the white sheet and a glimmer of the candle—he 
declared that he appeared in propria persona, as Moses Gaster and 
not as Habamof the most ancient congregation of the Sephardi Jews 


in this country. This, 1] learnt, was the ultimate minimum which the 
absurd Mahamad insisted upon Dr. Gaster doing in connection with 
his Zionist work. It was so that they should not in some way or 
another, which no one ever could divine, be associated with a 
movement that worked for the realisation of their prayers. Another

It owed its initiation to Mr. Joseph 
Cowen who, in a letter to the Jewish Chronicle, invited those 
realers who were interested in the then new Zionist Movement 
to communicate with him with a view to forming some association, 
My. Cowen, whether or not be is technically yet guiding the 
eopcerns of the Eaglish Zionist Federation, is still the most 
distinguished active English-born protagonist in the Zionist 
Cause. His letter brought into co-operation a few adherente— 
men whose names are now almost forgotten or at least are strange 
average Zionist.

But looking at matters Zionist, as I did 
and do from the outside regarding them officially, it always 


seemed to me that the Federation lost a great asset 
when Mr. de Haas gave up to America what was meant for all 


the world. He was the energising molecule in English Zionism five 
and twenty years ago, and was able, as few others were I 
recollect, to arouse enthusiasm, interest, and curiosity. He did 


it in the main by mystic allusions to mysterious events, the 


shadows before of which his keen eye discerned to be of world- 
‘acking importance. That was the tenor of every public utterance 
he made, Except that he was an incorruptible among the Zionists, 
farnestness and faith and honour personified, he always seemed 
to me the Sabbatai Zevi of the Movement. He was, as I say, 
'\8 lnystic and came to an inglorious end—so far as English Zionism 
was concerned—when he eliminated himself in the ‘melting pot.” 


Well, during the five and twenty years since the Federation was 
f.vst formed, Zionism has been lifted, atleast materially, from asmaller 
toa larger plane. A movement that succeeds in obtaining the promise 
of help from Great Britain, and is actually embodied as an element 
i'n world politics by the Powers, isin avery different position than waa 
English Zionism when the Conference at the Clerkenwell Town Hall 
inet to initiate the Federation.

dishevelled, piteous, ragged condition, so far as English Jews 
are concerned. That is not the fault of Zionism. Itie not the fault 
of the Federation. It is nobody's fault; it hae just bappened so. 
English Jewry aptly and amply represents Jeshuruy. It has 
kicked at the suggestion that it has any need on its own account 
for a Jewish National Movement. It follows—for Jeshurun must have 
been a seltish, unintelligent, lumpy aggregation of adipose tissue— 
that as the English Jeshurun bas been unable with the sense with 
which he has been endowed, and because of the exceptional position 
he occupies, to realise any advantage to himeelf in Zioniem, he has no 
place for it. There is, to be sure, a certain amount of lip recognition 
now which was not to be found twenty-five years ago, for Jeshurun 
knows that the British Government favours Zionism. And that 
makes him just open his sleepy eyes and rouse himself and look 
around. He feels that it is a big great nuisance that the Government 
showed any favour at alltothe thing. But since it did—-well he 
must at least lazily examine the subject, and pretend that 
he, of course, would do nothing to oppose the Government, what. 
ever he may think of Zionism and Zionists—and so he senda the 
conventional £1 1s. Od. to Zionist funds, or says he wil! when he 
can have things all his way. 

The point is that the quarter of a century that bas elapsed 
since the Federation was founded has seen great marvels wrought 
for the Zionist Movement and for the Jewish cause.

CCXXXIX.—A Great Religious Revival. 


My Dear Cousin, 

There is something fascinating about any religious revival: it is an 
unpremoditated attempt on the part of suff ring hutmanity to grasp the 
Infinite. It has something of the beau'y and the freshness of an 
uncontrolled mountain torrent. Usually areligious revival breaks ont in 
a period veben religion has grown iuto dull and meaningless formalism 
and has lost all its inspiration. It is bardly surprising that in Jewish 
history there have been religious revivals at various times. Perhaps the 
greatcst of them ccocurred in Poland about the middie of the eighteenth 
century. 

Those who have been to see Mr. Bernard Shaw's play. “ Saint Joan,” 
will have realised something of the spirit of the later Middle Ages in 
France. Poverty was the lot of the masses, greed the motive of the 
classes Men were dissolute; moral worthlessness was to be found every- 
where; and the belief in sorcery and magic was universal. In @ sense, 
the appearance of Joan of Arc wasa kindof religious revival, at any rate, 
it was due to religious influences. Something of the same kind was to 
be found among the Jews of Poland in the eighteenth century The 
economic conditions were about as bad as they could be. Chi'dren were 
married off before even they had reached their teens, and it was a 
common custom for the youthful married couples to live with the 
lady's parents. Families were large, the standard of living was 
low: of education there was little indeed, the education of women 
being entirely neglected; and religion became a matter of rites, of 
codes, of books, of dry and dull literalism. Superstition was rampant 
everywhere, and in place of knowledge there were only quibbles and 
sophisms. The one sphere of knowledge which was cultivated was the 
Talmud The Talmud may be studied in several ways. You may 
want to understand the text, you may read it asa source of history | 
you may go to it for religious inspiration. Tho Jews of Poland in the 
18th century did none of these things. They applied a curious and crade 
logic to useless hair-splitting. They merely exercised themselves in 
mental gymopastics. 

A re action against this arid formalism was bound tocome . and come 
it did in a movement associated with the name of Israel Baal Shem Tob, 
usually called for short “ Besht,” who was born in 1698 and died in 1759. 
It is a matter of interest that about the same time as this religious revival 
in Poland there was also a kindred movement in England—Wesleyan 
Methodism. Both movements were a protest against the spiritiess 
religious formalism of the time. Israel Baal Shem was a man of the 
people, a common man, a mere carrier, and he laid no claim to learning. 
But he had a great soul, and as he wandered about the spurs of the 
Carpathian mountains, be saw visions, and, Jike Joan of Arc, he must 
have heard mystic voices. The place had a fairy atmosphere, and he 
drank in poetry and legend from its cavos and forests. Withal he hada 
merry heart, in accord with the endless optimism of the Jew. From the 
peasant women who gathered modicinal herbs on the mountain sides, he 
learned the potency of plants and flowers, by means of which he cured 
the sick . and before very long he was known as a great healer. Soon he 
had a large following who looked upon bim as a man inspired sut 
though he lived the life of one of the people, be laid stress, like the 
Essenes of old, on frequent ablutions, on the efficacy of white garments, 
and on the desirability of a common meal, particularly on the Sabbath 
day. By the year 1796 something like 50,000 of these new Essenes, who 
were known as Chassidim, were scattered throughout vland. 

When Israel of Miedzibecz died, his mantle fell upon Dob Beer (1700. 
1772). Unlike his master, Dob was something of a scholar. Like John 
Wesley, he was a powerful preacher, mingling with his sermons Kabbal 
istic doctrines. He was astute enough to realise that the pliant multitude 
might be led and influenced, and that their simple faith could be utilised 
for his worldly advantage. He therefore clothed himself with a certain 
mystery , he organised a body of spies to bring him information; and he 
even arranged burglaries, so that when the victims came to him in the 
perfect faith that he would restore their lost property, he was in a position 
todoso. Yet all the time he never forgot that he was leading a religious 
revival. He taught the value of spirituality; he inculcated the practice 
of religious ecstasy. He and bis followers brought home to the masses 
that prayer was the means of getting into touch with God, not in any 
symbolical sense, but actually and really. Prayer wasto bean expression 
of the whole Spirit of the worshipper, and the Chassidim while they 
prayed, danced and bowed and kneeled and clapped their hands and were 
in a perpetual motion. The very pious among them worked themselves up 
into a state of nervous prostration when they communed with their Maker. 
In that Maker their faith wasunbounded. Unbounded, too, was their faith 
in their Zaddik who demanded and received absolute obedience. 

Beer's son Abraham was the third leader of the movement. He was 
p80 holy that he was called “ Angel.” Like Mahomet of old, the leaders 
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of the Chassidim founded dynasties, and the descendants of two of th, 20 
dynasties still rule the sect in various parts of Eastera Europe. The 
Zaddik, as each local leader of the sect is called, was and ati); jg

The f:rithful believed implicitly that the Zaddik could hea! tho 
sick: could make barren women j>yfal mothers of children; could ' 
useful advice on business; could arrange marriages; in short, there was 
nothing they could not do. The faithfa! flocked to the Courtof the 
for advice and consolation, bringing their gifts with them. To advice ig 
every-day affcirs the Zaddik joined advicein religious matters. He taue\t 
men to search after truth, and to keep far from all secular knowled so 


since secular kaowledge leads to disbelief and the service of Mamm or 
But the Zaddik himself did not scorn Mammon, for he enjoined on hj« 
disciples that they had three great duties—to bring money gifts to th, 
Zaddik, to see him as often as possible, and to confess their sins to hin 
The devotion of the Chassidim to their leaders was indeed touching. 


Such childlike faith is rare. One of the disciples of Beer declared I 
went to Miczricz not to getto know Beer, not to learn Torah from him 
but to see how he puts on and takes off his boots! ” 

Those who upheld the old Rabbinic system were soon up in arms 
against these devotees of free religion. It has always been so. Organise. 
Churches are terrified of all religious revivalists. The Catholic Ch) 
having power, called them heretics and burned them at the stake 
Among Jews people of this type were ex-communicated. The grbat 
ex-communicator of the Chassidim, particularly in Lithuania, was no |+«« 
& person than the distinguished Jew, Elia of Vilna. [u 1796 bisintolerance 
reached such a pitch that this good man urged the supporters of the 
Rabbinic system to shatter the Chassidim with all their might. When. in 
1797, Eiia died, bis opponents were tactless enough to make the daya 
great festival and to dance on his grave. The Rabbinates were deter 
mined to make them pay heavily for such sacrilege, and eventually 
accused them to the Russian Government of fomenting political revoly. 
tion. One of the Chassidic Zaddikim was led in chains to St. Petersburg 
But the authorities were soon satisfied that the movement only had 
religious aims, and set the Zaddik free. But the opposition between 
the two parties continued for a long space of time; as has been well said, 
the body of Polish Jewry was divided between Russia, Austria, and 
Prussia; its soul between Rabbinism and Chassidism. 

The sect still flourishes in south-eastern Europe. Every district bas 
its Zaddik or Wonder-Rabbi ; in their synagogues men dance like David 
before the Lord. They are a merry crew, whose life is still inspired by 
Religion in one form or another. Some Chassidim must be found in 
this country likewise; are not two of their congregations represented 
at the Board of Deputies—-the Chassidische Synagogue, of Leeds, and 
the Kahal Chassidim, of Manchester? But it mist be realised that the 
Chassidim do not oppose the main principles of Jewish teaching 
merely claim to give that teaching an expression of their own. 
shall say that that expression is not noble? Who shall say that the 
Chassidim are not good Jews” It is true that their system, with-its 
boundless hero-worship, with its opportunity for the charlatan, with its 
tendency to cultivate superstition, laziness, drunkenness, and stupidity 
does not make a good show on one side of the medal. Bat, on the other, 
it rises to a spirituality worthy of all praise, and an optimism which is 
exemplary. People who can smoke a pipe in the service of God must 
have something in them which we in Western Europe lack. If only we 
could generate a similar religious revival, suitable to modern conditions. 
we a8 &a community might be religiously in a more healthy state than we 
are at present, It is the need of the day, and we might learn a lesson 3 
not from the degenerate Chassidim of to-day, but from their forkears who 
founded the sect in the eighteenth century, and who, despite their many 
follies, did, in their own language, approach the foot-stool of God.

ANNUAL MEETING, 


Discussion on Synagogue Attendance. 


The annual meeting of the Jewish Religious Union was held on 
Sunday at the Liberal Jewish Synagogue. 

Mr. C. G. MONTEFIORE, President, who was inthe chair, in moving 
the adoption of the report and balance sheet, said that the Union embodied 
the idea and development of Liberal Judaism asa whole, and therefore 
they must try to develope it by every legitimate means within their 

ower 
, Mr. Lovurs P. JAcoBs seconded the motion, which was adopted. 

the Hox, LILY MONTAGU suggested that they might possibly in the 
antumn unite forces with all the progressive Jews in the country, and 
hold a large meeting, where they would put before the community a 
message that they believed that the doctrines by which they stood would 
keep the community alive. 

Miss IDA SAMUEL thought there was a great need for work in the 
neighbourhood of Bethnal Green. 

Mr. Basi. L. Q. HENRIQUES said that in the East Dod of London more 
and more of the younger generation were losing touch with Orthodox 
Judaism. It was rather wonderfal to get a congregation every Friday 
piuht of 400 or 500 people at a service based on Liberal Jewish lines. 

Miss NELLIE LEVY, Secretary of the West Central Section, said that 
that section bad also a tremendous congregation. 

On the motion of Mr. Basit L. Q. HENRIQUES, seconded by Rabbi 
Marruck, the President and two members of the Council to represent 
the “unattached” members were re-elected. Mr. L. Weis and Mr. E. 
Goldstein were appointed auditors. 

The meeting was followed by a discussion on “ Synagogue Attendance.” 

Mr. C. G. MONTEFIORE, who presided, said that it could not be denied 
that attendance at public worship was a very important element in the 
Jewish Religious Union, but they had to recognise that a very small! pro- 
portion only of their members did attend regularly the services of that 
synagegue or take part in public worship. They were very anxious to 
find cut what were the causes which kept people away from that 
worship. 

Mr. B. A. LEVINSON said that synagogue attendance was only one 
form of religious life and religious exprossion. The synagogue, the 
church, the chapel, were only ministers of religion, they were not religion 
itself. Though there was the feeling that some supernatural person per- 
vaded the world, every form of religion failed to express it. One might 
g¢tas much spiritual help from nature outside as from the synagogue. 
All formas of spiritual assistance were to his mind religious. If one kept 
away from synagogue for that reason, he claimed that one was justified. 
if one went to synagogue because it was a habit and because one got a 
feeling of smug satisfaction, one did not go for any effect that would 
increase one’s religious advantages. 

Mr. ALBERT E,. SAMUELL said that public worship was one of the most 
powerful means of strengthening individual faith. The majority of men 
and women derived help from public worship. Some people might feel 
nearer to God when alone with nature than in a synagogue with their 
fellow-creatures, but that was not a reason for not taking part in public 
worship, for in matters of religion they owed a duty to others as well as 
to themselves. Synagogue attendance strengthened individual faith, 
instructed one in religion, and fostered the communal spirit. 

Mr. RONALD M. SIMON, in supporting Mr. Levinson’s views, said that 


he felt sometimes that reading a good book, or communing with nature, . 


or watching a crowd, was of itself a religious experience, which was in some 
way more inspiring than when an organ was being played in a beautiful 
building. 

Mr. HILL said that he thought the chief argument why one ought to 
attend synagogue was that in doing so one did good to other people. 
Judaism only existed where Jews came together and formed a 
commupity. 

Dr. SINGER said that synagogues were manifestly needed, but it was 
a problem how to provide service when one only sometimes felt the need 
of worship, but did not feel called upon to attend regularly erery 
week. 

Mr. BAsIL L. Y. HENRIQUES expressed the feeling that it was not 
what one was going to obtain from pub!ic worship, so much as what one 
could give to it that was of real importance. 

The Hon, LILY MONTAGU gald that one went to synagogue to witness 
certain truths, and if very few witnesses were met with one went away 
with much less inspiration than might otherwise have been the case. 
Could they expect the children who came after them to remain faithful to 
— community if the young were told to get their spirituality where

PICKLES. 


Pickled Onions. 


Onions or shallote. 3 the 


Allepice. teaspoontele 
Vinegar. 1 quart. Bay leaves, three 
Black peppercorns, 2 tablespoonfuls Bait. 2 teaspoon! 


SILVER onions are the best for pickling. Pat the onions ia a bowl, 
pour over boiling water, aud leave for a minute, then pour off the water, 
thus making them easier to peel. With a silver knife remove the two 
outer skins. If the onions are kept under cold water while being peeled, 
it saves the eyes and helps to whiten the onions. 

Put the spices into little muslin bags (one for each jar), and put these 
with the vinegar in a pan, and boil for ten minutes. Dry the onions, 
and pack them tightly in wide necked jars. Put a bag of spice in each 
jar, pour over the vinegar, covering the onions, and cork down tightly. 
Keep at least a month before using. 


Pickled Piums. 


Smal! dark plume, 7 ibe 

Brown the 

Vinegar, | quart. 

PRICK the plums witha darning needle. Boilthe vinegar, sugar, and 

spices together for ten minutes; then put in the plums, and let them 
simmer gently for fifteen minutes. Remove the plama, and pack them 
tightly in jars. Boil up the liquor once more, pouring it over the 
plums; see that they are completely covered, and cork down tightly. 
Keep at least a month before using.

Apple Chutney. 


Balt, 2 tablespoonfuls.

PEEL and slice the apples, stone and chop the raisins. Put all the 
ingredients together in a preserving pan, and let them simmer gently for 
aboutan hour.

CHOOSE firm, close cauliflowers. Break them up iato small spriga, 
and put on a dish; sprinkle well with salt, and leave for twenty-four 
hours. Then drain well, pack into jars, and cover with cold spiced 
vinegar; put a bag of spice on top of each jar, and tie down securely. 
Leave at least two months before using.

Mile End Guardians. 


PROVISION OF KASHER MEAT TO JEWISH PATIENTS 
DEFERRED, 


The Labour members of the Guardians have succeeded in holding up 
the provision of k:sher meat to the Jewish patients of the hospital until 
October lst. At their meeting on April 17th, the Guardians adopted the 
recommendation of the Hospital Committee, “that the Committee in 
pursuance of the resolution of the Ist November last had under considera- 
tion the question of the advisability of the supply of kasher meat to Jewish 
patients in the hospita), and recommend that kasher meat be supplied to 
all Jewish patients desiring it.” To this recommendation the following 
amendment, in the form of an addendum, was carried at tho instance of 
the Labour party: “Aod that English-killed meat be supplied tothe non- 
Jewish patients at the expiration of the existing meat contract.” At the 
last meeting of the Board, the Steward of the hospital reported that, with 
the Rev. B. N. Michelson, he had paid a visit to the Lospital of the White- 
chape! Guardians for the purpose of interviewing the Steward and ascer- 
taining the arrangements made for the provision and proparation of 
kasher meat at that Institution. The Steward reported satisfactorily on the 
arravgements obtaining at Whitechapel, and, in reply to questions from 
the Chairman, said that there would be no difficulty in applying them at 
Mile End. Thereupon the Labour members protested, and urged that 
their amendment barred the provision of Aasher meat until the termina- 
tion of the present meat contract in September next. On the Chairman 
(the Rev. J. F. Stern) ruling that the addendum to the Committee's 
recommendation only affected the supply of Eaglish-killed meat to the 
non-Jewish patients, all the Labour members charged the Chairman 
with defying the authority of the Board in stating that Aasher meat could 
be provided as soon a3 the necessary arrangements could be made. Three 
of the Labour members then handed ina requisition directing the Clerk 
to summon an extraordinary meeting of the Guardians for the purpose of 
reviewing the question. 

The meeting was held last Saturday evening, and was only attended 
by a quorum of seven Labour members. Mr. J. Hodder, the Leader of 
the Labour Party, was voted tothe Chair. The following resolution was 
unavimously adopted: “That the supply of k1sher meat take effect on 
the lst October, 1924." Councillor Isaac Lyons, the only Jewish member 
ofthe Guardians who was present, is the member who is responsible for 
the policy of making the provision of kasher meat contingent on the 
supply of English-killed meat to the non-Jewish patients. 

The Ratepayers’ party, who constitute the majority of the Board, are 


’ determined to resist this largely increased and unnecessary expenditure. 


Notice bas already been given to rescind that part of the Board’s resolu- 
tion of April 17th, at the expiration of the three months prescribed under 
the standing orders. No further action for the provision of kasher meas 
can be taken within the ensuing three months.

DR. EICHHOLZ ELECTED PRESIDENT. 


. The aunual meeting aed conference of the Uaiou of Hebrow aad 
+ Iteligion Classes were beld on Sunday at Jews’ College. 

jr. A. C.B.L., Acting-I'cesident, was ia the Chair. la 
| proseatiag the sixteenth annual report (extracts from which were pub- 
lished in our issue of the 9th inst), the Chairman said that last year they 
bad their founder (Mr. Lyons) withthem. This year they lamented iu 
| ‘gorrow his demise. Those who knew the smal! beginuings of their work 
had every reason to be atany rate to some degree satisfied with what they 
trad done ia the sixteen years of their existence. Among their special 
efforts ia the past year was the work io the North of London, where, in 
the Stoke Newington Synagogue Olasses, they bad made an attempt to 
secure religious education for larger numbers of those children who 
were without it fa that partof London, Another district to which they 
were paying attention was Hoxton, where one of their members, Mr. 
Sharp, had endeavoured to create some stimulus of interest in Jewish 
religious education. They were determined not to leave that problem 
alone, even if it came to the establishment of classes through the instru. 
mentality of the Union itself. The Ucion ws spending a large sum 
ou Jewish religious education, and it inv ‘ved them ia large 
obligations to the community. Their object was to turn out children 
who wero Jewish, and they had pursued au ideal of selflessness in regard 
to the persons engaged in the work, as well asa desire for service. If 
courage or faith were required of the non-Jew, more courage and faith 
were required of the Jew, more instruction, more fairness, more good 
bebaviour. There wasno other woapon thao the virtue of the Jew with 
which to fight his battles. 

Dayan FELDMAN sald that at a previous conference a suggestion had 
been made with regard to provisions for the religious education of their 
children after the age of thirteen. He thought it was well that that 
should be emphasised at every conference. | 

Mr. F. & SPiecs thought it doubifal whether boys and girls of 
batween fifteen and eighteen years of age could ba made to attend 
schools for religious instruction. 

Mr Hitensrr M. ApLeR, M.A., said that there was no doubt that the 
ago at which children were leaving the synagogue classes was rising. 
Kverything depended on the influence of the teacher. \ory o'ten it was 
the minister who, by bis own personality, attracted them, or sometimes 
@ particularly gifted teacher. The rea) success of the UU aion was dis to 
the work which had been done ia past years by that koot of zaalous 
Workers who formed the L-ducation Sapervision Committee. 

Mr. LUoroLp PRANK expressed regret that the progreas of the efforts 
jo the Stoke Newington district had not been more satisfactory. He 
thought some great step should be taken by tho members of the synagogue. 

Mr. DL. SUARP made some observations regarding the subjects taught 
ic the classes, and the matter was referred to the Supervision Committee. 

The Rey. A. A, Green said thatif they could devise some meaus for 
extending the re.ig.ous education to theage when the children were most 
fitted to kk ctathey would ba doing 3 very great work. The greatest need 
at the proseat inomentin regard to religion classes was not of pupils or of 
teachors, bat of parents. They needed Jewish homes.

} “Jewish Teaching and Modern Life.” 


Dayan FiLDMAN opened the conference with a paper on “ Jowish

; disregard the Jewish system of iife and thought in which they were born 
rd as soon as they plunged into the turmoil of modern life and absorbed 

. Lemselves ia current movements. They sought inspiration from the 
miost alien sources and lost their Jewish basis. One reason forthat might 
be clearly perceived. Their more intellectual youths seemed to imagine 
that Judaism and moderna life were mutualiy exclusive, that one bad nO 
bearing on the other, that the warmth and vitality of the former,had been 
kucked out by the progress of the latter, aud that the mainspring of all 
that was noblest and best was to be found elsewhere. The principles which 
appealed so strongly to the modern mind were, however, in most respects, 
the expression of Judaism and its spiritual legacy. He instanced recent 
events which had forced him to the assumption that that lack of sym- 
pathy with Jewish life and ideals was not so much a matter of caprice 
as of iguorance. It resulted from a failure to understand that Judaism 
had always had, and still had, a liviug message on the problems of 
modern life, that it provided an impetus, and also supplied a corrective 
to the currents of social progress and development. I{ their educationa!

fis sucha special place in the affections ofthecommunity. Allowing for 
ihe fact that our sympathies are wost deeply touched by the claim of 
the orphan, by the helplessness of little ones deprived of their natura! 
protectors at the most tender years of their lives, and by the tragedy 
which throws them belpless upon the world at a time when they are least 
abic to cope with that tragedy, there must still remain factors which 
contribute to the outstanding popularity of the institution. Is it 
that, practically, every charity in the community is sasseciated 
incur minds with visible suffering and sorrow, whilst at Norwood 
there is pothipng but an absorbing picture of youthfal 
ftety, childhood’s happiness and hope of the future’ This 
iopression came to me afresh on Suoday last when I visited the 
institution op the occasion of the aunual prize distribution. lbere was 
huohtness iv the very air, and it was reflected in the happy faces of the 
four Luadred children with whom we were al! bronght into close contacts. 
.be tiny ones for whom po room cou'd be found io the Centenary ifail 
were laughing and shouting happily in their own particular playe¢round ; 
the hall was tiled with boys and girls, flue in physique, bright eyed, 
intelligent, with every symptom of vigour duminatiog 
their entire appearance, aud to right and lefc of the big hal!, packed to its 
ctinost cepacity with a sywpathetic body of friends, there were some 
three to four bupdred old boysand old girls who, in their demeanour and 
theig appearance, proved conclusively that the work Initiated at the 
‘ostilition had been duly completed in the wider world without. 

| have kuown “ Norwood” for nearly forty years I have seen it 
‘tcadi.y grow from the sou!-less charity of baif a century ago to the 
orte, modern, baman charity which would alone be tolerated in 
these happier days of scientific sccial effort. If the institution itself 
bas crown io dimension and in magaitude, its methods have developed 

measure. These are no longer “charity” children; they areca 
happy band of palpitating little ones, looking up confidently and feariessiy 
to those who give them loving and helpfal atteation, to earnest men anil 
“Uinep Who seek no farther reward for that attention than the knowledge 
that they are helping in a great aud beneficent work. 

A wise, a discriminating, a modern headmaster had prepared a pro. 
Kratoime calculated not merely to show cff the prowess of the children 
veccre an admiripg body of supporters, but one calculated to give 
p-easure to the participants themselves, and the zest with which 
tL. youthful performers piayed and sang, danced anid executed their 
athietic exercises proved that his scheme had, indeed, succeeded. 
As for the visitors, it would be difficult to describes their feclings. 
J* course, they admired what they saw -the performance was 
vf @ nature to command admiration, but had they been asked truthfully 
to voice the sentiments by which they were dominated, they wouid, 
doubtless, have told you that they preferred not to give expression to 
them, for underlying the whole of the display was the feelicg that in 
these little ones, garbed in their smart frocks and brightiy coloured hair- 
rbbons, in their white flannels and gay sashes, they saw what in less 
happy conditions might have proved the flotsam aud jetsam of our 
Community. Andso we watched throughout theafternoon. Weappiauded 
the Uiuy mites in their pretty dances and their graceful curtsies, in 
their neive movements and their bappy play-acting.

The Government and Alien Legislation. 


Tho PRESIDENT submitted the following report of the deputation to 
the ome Secrotary on May 3th on the subject of the aliens regulations 
aud naturalisations. 


The Depntation was introduced by Lord Rothschild, and there were also 
Sir Stuart M. Samuel, Bart., Mr. Q. Henriques, K.C., Mr. Joseph 
vag, J.P, Mr, B. 8.

Mr Hi. 8. Q. Henriques stated that he spokeas President of the London 
Commiitee of Deputies of the British Jews, which was the representative body 
of the Jews of the British Empire, consisting of nearly “O) members eleciead by 
practically every syeagogae in the C'uited Kingdom and some in the Colonies ; 
also of repres ntatives of a fow of the important Jewish institutions and of the 
Jewish Iriondly Societies. The members of the deputation were British sub- 
jects. ‘The Jews were specially interested in the qaestion of aliens, because so 
many of the aliens happened to be Jews, au Jewish aliens were more particulariyv 
affected by aliens restrictions because when they came here with their families 
they came with the idea of settling here permauently. The Jews were very 
grateful to this country for the freedom which had been aceorded to them. but 
to some extent at any rate this country was indebted to the Jews whos had 
accepted that freedom, for many of them have proved ueeful citizens and 
attained high positions in the State. He realised that at the present time 
Parliament was 80 occupied that it would not be possible to get a fair discussion 
in Pariiament of the problems relating to aliens. He would therefore restrict 
hbimvzelf to demands wich he considered it possible to obtain and which would 
not require au Act of Parliament 

(1) As regards Naturalisation representations bad already been made by 
another deputation on the subjectof the reduction of the Naturalisation Fee. 
All were agreed that Naturalisation should be as cheap and free as possible. 
He had to call attention to the excessivo delays in making grants, which still 
occurred, and he thought it might be made easier to obtain Naturalisation. 
Tho question of delays was brought before Mr. Bridgeman whilst in office. and 
as a resalt there had been a slight speeding up for which the Jews were grateful, 
but it was etill no’ unusual for delays of years to occur. ‘These delays were 
serious, because there were positions and scho'arships which were not open to 
alieus or the children of aliens. If the delays were occasioned by a shortage in 
staff, he felt that thestaff should be increased, even if it meant an increase in 
the fee. Ia view, however, of the fact that the preliminary fee (£1) was followed 
by @ final fee of £9 when a« grant was made, he felt that if the grants were 

speeded up the increase in the number of final fees received would more than 
cover the cost of the oxtra staff. As regards the enquiries which were 


made. he was not satisfied that they should be made entirely by the police 
there were obvious objections to that course. There was a modern tendency ¢, 
hesitate to grant Certificates of Naturalisatiou, but he felt that grants shou!d |.

3 (2) Mr. Henriques next dealt with the Aliens Orders and Regulations ma 
under powers given by Act of Parliament, the effect of which was to place 
alien in aa inferior position to that ofan ordipary person. This was contro 
to the asstem of law previously obtaining. The old principle was to give ay 
alien all the rights of a British subject with the exception of voting poy 
These Rules and Orders could be altered by the Home Secretary on hi. , 
authority, and had been altered from time to time. Twoofthe Orders \ 
particu'arly open to objection, viz., Nos. 6 and 12. With regard to No. 6, 1). 
dealt with registration and compelled all aliens both to register their add 

etc., and to re-register when a change of address was intended. In cis 
omission to do so they were liable toheavy punishments and penalties and». 
even be deported. Mr. Henriques then gave the history of registration, poirn:in 
out thal it had been a dead letter for years previous to the passing o! tiie 
Aliens Act, 1905. It was only reintroduced at the outbreak of the \ 
Alien immigration had practically ceased at the present time. There was», 
inteution at this moment to ask for the repeal of the Orders, but 
urgently asked that the following classes of persons might be exempted 

(i.) Aliens who were, before the war and still are, in this country. Many o! 
peop'e have been here for more thau ten years, and if they have shown tien 
selves worthy to remain here for so long a time, they ought to be exempte! from 
harassing regulations which pat them entirely at the mercy of the bul «, 
(ii.) Atiens who have been for tive years aud stil! remain members of a Fr end y 
Society or a Trade Union; (iii.) Aliens’ children who were included in thei 
parents’ registration uatil they attain sixteen, after which they become !ial's 
to register independently. ‘There had been a good many convictions for fa: urs 
to observe this regulation. 

(3) With regard to Order No. 12 this dealt with the Home Secretary's power 
of Deportation, which, in almost overy case, involved also imprisonment, ser ng 
that there wasa right for ths Llome Secretary, without warning, to cause au 
alien to be arrested and kept in prison until it was possible to ship him to soiie 
other coun'ry. Temporary release was permitted, but it was often difficu!! for 
alteus to obtain the necessary bondsmen. Deportation was a serious pur si 
ment, the deportes being cast adrift in a country in which probably he hain» 
friends ani no means of carning a living. He might also be subjected to 
religious persecation aud to penalties for having previously left his ory nal 
Fatherland. The Home Secretary’s powers in this respect were takeu under av 
Act of Parliament passed in times of emergency They were powers w!iich 

ireviously would not have been dreamt of or tolerated; they were too great to 
be left im the hands of any one man. Parliament by one Statute gave as aliea 
completes power over his property, aud by another passed shortly after 
wards enabled an Officer of State to assume complete power over his person. 
This power was only given originally for the duration of the war, and 
had been continuéd from year to year by means of the Expiring [Laws 
Continnance Act. He was not asking at the present time that the power 
iteelf should be determined, but it was felt thata provision shouid bemade that 
no Order for Deportation shoun!d be made unless and until there bad been « 
decision by a Judicial Court which should be subject to review by a Court of 
Appeal. This would be going back tothe system which existed from |)» to 
i9l4. The effect of this would be that the provisions of Order 12—(6) «4 «aid 
(6) (b) of 1920 would remain in force, but Order 12 (6) (c) which enables the ii ’ 
Secretary, if he deems it conducive tothe public good, to make an Order « 
Deportation against an alien, should be abandoned, and the provision conta sod 
in Order 12 (7), whereby if a Court made a recommendation for Deportation oo4 
the Appeal Court signified thatit did not concur in the recommendation, te 
Iiom> Secretary nevertheless hal power to make au Order for Deporta' 
would be rescinded.

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Religion for the Rich. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEX.

“And tf thy brother be waxen poor and his means fatl with 
thee. then thou shalt uphold him.’ —Leviticus 35 

The portion of the Law for to-morrow contains many onactments 
.liressed to the rich, who are so solemnly admonished to consider the 
rights of their poorer brethren. [Tor thirty-eight hundred years tho 
towish people, who revealed religion to the civilised nations of the 
world, have been teaching that tho great purpose of religion is to promote 
the practice of equity between man and man. Religion is difforcntly 
interpreted by different minds. Some lay special omphasis on its mystical 
aud emotional side. Others dwell on its great function as the consoler of 
man, the comforter of the bereaved and the deceived, the refuge for life's 
failures. Life is so full of sorrow, 30 much that breaks the heart and 
bends the will of men and women, 40 much that causes the eyes to stream 
with tears and the back to bend under the burden, that, but for the conso 
lations of religion, humanity would bs reduced to despair. The kingdom 
of God on earth means nothing to the poor man, therofore he ts trained 
to look for the kingdom of God in heaven. He wants comfort, religion, 
itis said. is made for such ashe, The patient lying oa a bed of suffering 
aceds religion with all its comforts and consolations. Think of all life's 
failures, and one can understand the popular idea that the victinis of 
social conditions need consolation, and that roligion comes to offer con. 
solation. Many are they who in the day of joy and victory boastfully 
ask, ‘Whois the Lord that I should hearken to His voice”” They have 
never found time or place for religion ian their lives, but when they are 
alllicted, they become conscious of religion's demands and help. So they 


are apt to forget that religion may also be a source of inspiration to them 
in the hour of success. 


Religion, then, is not only for the poor; it ia also for the rich, for 
those who are possessed of abundance of means, who are healthy and 
atrong, successfal and happy. The rich man is surrounded by perils and 
temptations of which a poor man has no cognisance. He holds power in 
his hands, and all power is a source of danger as well as of great ulility ; 
therefore he needs protection and strength in the hour of danger. Great 
wealth is likely to bring with it a certain numbness of moral power, a 
senseless deadening of spiritual force. Otherwire, how shall we explain 
the fact that the woalthy classes appear to have less use for roligion in 
their daily lives than the poor’? They are conspicuous for their absence 
from our places of worship. They may put in an appearance one or two 
lays in the year, and then they seem to come as if they were doing Goda 
favour. They @o not worship God, but they worship gold. They may 
subscribe to organisations for teaching religion to the poor, whila they 
itterly neglect the religions training of their own children. Shortsighted 

reatures that they are, they cannot sec that their own children stand in 
far greater need than others of religious discipline. Their children are 
suffered to grow up without such discipline, and as sure as night follows 
day they drift away from the religious community to which they are 
‘apposed to belong. That is the tragedy of Israel in these days of assim! 

ition and materialism. The so-called upper classes of our community, 
with exceptions of course, openly deride the claims which Judaism makes 
upon them. [tt is they, and not the poor, who stand in most need of all 
ur missionary effort. If only we would recognise the outstanding fact 
that not the Fast End of London but the West Ead requires to be saved 
f-om the temptations of life! Its spiritual impoverishment Is notorious, 
Lond yet it is neglected. Our religious missioners are lacking in the 
courage to force themselves into the homes of the wealthy, the pro- 
phetic zeal to confront them in their luxurious surrouadings and procialm, 
Thou art the man!”

The rich nesd religion, an@ they need it as the protector, the 
strengthener, rather than as the consoler amid life's cares and trials, 
though they surely need itin this capacity also. Therefore to therich wo 
Say. Remember the admonition of the text, and consider the needs of the 
poor, Thank God that you have the wealth togive; thank God that you 
have not to ask anyone to do you a favour; and thank God that you have 
power, Pray, rich man and poor man, to Him who is the spirit of 
ail human flesh, that He may give you eyes to see your duty and your 
ability to do that duty, regardless of surroundings. Pray ye poor to God 
for strength, and He will comfort you. We are told in the Talmud 
OV T2523 "3". Batit was not a commendable example that he set 
‘o this respect. The plutocratic policy of our community is o2e that 
needs to be reversed. Let the community give the poor a roast for a 
while, and turn their attention, their spiritual attention, to the poor rich. . 


Pogroms in Transylvania. 
Many Jews Killed. 


The J.T.A. reports that pogroms against the Jewish population are 
occurring all over the province of Transyivania. Twelve Jows are aircady 
krown to have been killed, and the casua'ty lists ar) enormous. to the 
town of Tejus, shops owned by Jews have been looted and set on fre, 
Jewish giris and women have been atripped and driven naked through the 
market place, by crowds led by University students. in Szvatmar, a 
Jewish student named Heinrich Kugler was hangedon a lamp post, while 
his mother was soaked in petroleum and burned alive In Cini, the 
Capital of the province, officers and agents cf the political police worked 
together with the pogromista. 

Similar excesses are reported from Budapest and from Agram, the 
capital of Croatia In all the cases etudents are leading the pogromists. 
Fascisti students arc travelling through the villages of Transylvania 
inciting the peasants to rise against the Jews. So far, however, the 
villages are quiet. Protests by Jewish organisations have heen lodged. 


The American Immigration Bill. 
Agreement Finally Reached. 
(From our Correspondent.] NEW YORK. 


Agreement has finally been reached betwéen the United States Senate 
and House on the terms of the Johnson [Immigration Bill. The qnota, 
which will come ints force on July ist, will be of two per cent, and will 
be based on the Censusof 1890. Wivesof American sub;ects and children 
under the age of cightecn will be admitted above the quota, and the same 
exemption will be granted to rabbis, priests, professors, students, and 
visitors. Parents of American subjects will have preference within the 
quota, provided that they do not claim more than fifty per cent. of the 
quota. A similar preference will be given to farm labourers. Arrivals 
from American States and from Canada will not be subject to restrictions. 
The Bill does not introduce selective immigration, but it establishes the 
principle of basing the «uotas on the national origin of the immigrants. 
For the next three years spproximately 162,000 immigrants annually 
will be allowed to land—about half the present number. After July 
ist, 1927, the number will be reduced to a maximum of 150,000. The 
“immigration certificate” plan is retained in the Bill, and the onus of 
proof of eligibility is placed apon the immigrant instead of upon the 
authorities. Under both quotas, the number of South and East European 
immigrants to be admitted is very small. 

The Rumanian Minister in Washington, Prince Bibesco, recently 
received a deputation of Rumanian Jews, which protested against the 
many attacks on Jews in Rumania. Prince Bibesco denied that the 
Governmeéat was implicated in the anti Jewish attacks the occurrence of 
which he regretted, and pointed out that the Cabinet bad proclaimed 
martial law in Rumania in order to suppress the riots Hoe promised to 
convey the views of the deputation to the Rumanian Government. 


Jews and the New French Cabinet. 


Jewish World Relief Conference. | 
[From our Correspondent. | PARIS. 

Three Jews, Deputies Klotz, Blam, and Leo Meyer, are spoken of aa 
possible members of the new French Cabinet, as well as those tried 
friends of the Jewish people, Deputies Moutet aud Painiev’. twelve 
Jewish candidates, as reported to you last week, were elected to the 
French Chamber. Mr. Mandel, one of the defeated candidates, who was 
formeriy Mr CiSmenceau’s private secretary, has just undergone 
cessful operation on the throat. He is leaving shortly for Japan to 
recuperate. 

At the plenary meeting of the Executive of the Jowish World Relief 
Conference, Dr. D. Jochelman delivered a report on the possibility of 
assisting the Jews in Russia by credits through the United Jewish 
People's Bauk. It was decided to expedite the opening in Paris of a 
branch of the Bank, and also to convene a conference of all Jewish relief 
bodies and important organisations to meetin Carlsbad on August (2th. 


Jewish Self-Defence Corps in Berlin. 
Organisers Acquitted. 


[From our Correspondent. | BERLIN. 

At the time of the Berlin pogrom against the Eastern Jews, last 
November, the Association of Jowish [x-Soldiera formed armed hHelf- 
Defence Corps in order to protect their coroligionists, sincs the police 
were doing their duty vary inadequately in that respect. Asa sequel to 
this action, Dr. Hugo Bernhardt, the President of the Association, and his 
colleagues were summoned to appear before a Berlin court on Thursday 
of last week to auswer a charge of forming an illegal organisation and of 
the unauthorised bearing of arms. All the defendants wore found not 
guilty ou the first count, it being held that the members of the Associa. 
tion were justified in their action on the ground of self defence. With 
regard to the illegal possession of arms, no penalty was inflicted, as the 
jury considered that there had been only a trivial breach of tho law. 

Rector F. Saphbra, of Aunaberg, Saxony, has been presented with a 
writing table by his community on the occasion of his completion of 
twenty five years as their spiritual head. Mr. Saphra, who has only just 
recovered from a serious lilness, holds classesin English and other modern 
languages, in addition to discharging his ministerial! duties. 


Jewish Bankrupts in Poland. 
Blood Libel in Galicia. 


[From our Correspondent.] WARSAW. 


The Warsaw Yiddish press contains numerous accounts of bank- 
ruptcies among Jewish traders. I$ points out that the urban population 
of the country, which practically means the Jewish population, is heavily 
taxed, while the rural population is taxed only very slightly. Ia addi- 
tion, the rural population has been given large Government credits undor 
the new scheme for agricultural development, and the urban population, 
on whom tho whole of the industrial development of the country dcpends, 
has beén given no credita whatever. Meanwhile, about three. quarters of 
the Jowlsh manafacturers and merchants have had to stop payment. 
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The bankruptcies are not due to fiaanc'al loeses b t to inability to meet 
eurrent obligations io cash.

Al sTria.—-Mr. Lucien reported that daring bis stay in Vieana he had 
been received by the Federal! Chancellor apd the Minister of Foreign Affairs. 
aud had been permitted to discuss with them various questions relating to the 
Jews in Austria in which the Joint Committee were interested. The couversa. 
tious were nnofficial, but both the (Chancellor and the Minister manifested! ths 
keenest iuterest in Auglo-Jewish opiston and placed Mr. Wolfin communication 
with the permanent officials of the Miuistries of the lIaterior and Publis 
Instraction, in order to enable him to acquant himself with the tec iorcal aspects 
of the questions under discussion. With regard to the proposed “ Namerus 
Ciausus’’ Mr. Wolf was of opinion that there was uo real danger, aud that in 
any case the coustitutional rights of Austrian Jews won!d be fally marntained 
Ua the * Options" question progress was slow on account of the complexity of 
the various issties which bad been raised, bot the claims of the Jews had beea 
whittled down to three hundred ** hard cases, and Mr Wolf had been defliaitely 
assured that the Austrian Goveruament ** would do their best to see that nu Jew 
of German speech and German sympathy who bad been bora in Austria or trad 
been long resident there, should be excluded from Aas‘riau nationality ' 

RUMANIA.- The Committee cousidered a number of confidential reports 
relating to the refugees in Kumenia, the recent anti-Semitic outbreaks iu 
Kacharest, the new nationality law, and certain educational grievances of the 
Jews iu Desearabia aod Bukovioa. Further information has been asked for in 
regard to the nationality law, but on the facts before the Committee it does not 
appear that it threatens Jewish rights in any material degree. The educational 
grievauces are more real, but the moment is pot propitious for raisiug them 
with the Ramanian Government. Therefugee question has been unfavourally 
affected by the breakdown of the Russo-Kamanian Conference in Vienna, and 
the strained relations which bave resulted from it. But it ishopedthat ia view 
of the frieudly relations of the Committee with the Rumanian Government, (ive 
necessary induigences will be obtained to enable the ica to carry out its evacnua 
tion plans. With regard to the outbreaks in Bucharest it was reported that the 
Rumanian Goverumeat hadacted with the utmost energy, and had proclaimed 
martiallaw. The Secretary had seen M. Duca, the Kumanian Foreign Minister, 
in Paris, on Apri! 13th, and had been assured by him that perfect order reigned 
in Ramania, and that adequate measures had been taken for the protectioa of 
the Jews. 

Kussta. -From letters and other statements submitted to the Committee 
it appears that the anti-religious policy of the Soviet Goverument has ssown 
definite sigas of abatement. The Committee have reason to hope that these 
symptoms will become strengthened, and that they may shortly look fora moe 
liberal attitude on the part of the Kussian anthorities, especially in regard tothe 
freedom of religious education. 

The Secretary reported that be had discussed the question of a Jewisu 
Settlement in the Crimea with Dr. Kogen, Mr. Felix Warburg, aud other 
representatives of the Joint Distribution Committee ia Vienna, and hai aise 
obtained the views of the Jewish Colonigation Association. The scheme is 6 
far only in its preliminary stages. The proposal that the settlement «hould be 
constituted ou a basis of political antonomy forms no part of the original scheme, 
and ig not regarded favourably by the Soviet authorities The proposed con. 
cession, indeed, stipulates that there sual! be no racial or religions distinction, 
aud it is probable that any attempt to evade this condition will wreck, the 
whole scheme. 

EMIGRATION CONFRRENCE IN GENEVA —-Togetber with the Jewish Colonia 
tion Association and the Fund for the Relel of the Jewish Victims of the War, 
the Joint Foreign Committee were represented at the Emigration Conference 
held in Geneva on March Sth and April 2rd, under the auspices of the Inter 
national Labour Office of the League of Natious Their delegate was Mr. Lucien 
Wolf. The Conference has done extremely vaiuable work for the unification 
aud co-ordination of the activities of the great emigration societies Lurougihont 
Kdrope, and their affiliation to thé International labour Office, and lias aiss 
drawu up @ series of about 15) recommendations relating to the provection of 
emigrauts, which will be presented on behalf of the voluntary societies by 
M Albert Thomas, Director of the loteraatioual Labour Office, to the official 
Conference on emigration which has been invited by the Malian Government 
to meet iu Rome on May Loth. 

REFORM OF THE CALENDAR The Committee have ascertained that tlie Com- 
mittee of the League o! Nations which is engaged in considering the question of 
the reform of the Calendar is taking full account of the views and tnterests of 
the Jewish community. Daring his recent visit to Gepeva, the Secretary 
ascertained that in fulfilment of the assurances given to the Joint loreigau Com- 
mittee by the Secretary Geueral in 1922, the Committee on the Reform of the 
Calendar consulted a namber of Jewish Ecclesiastical Aulborities as far back as 
November 1/23. ‘These inciuded both the British and lrench UChiel Rabbiuates 
and leading Rabbis ia America and Ltaly. At the same time the Polish Govern- 
ment were requested to bring the question to the notice of leading Polish 
Rabbis. The Freuch Consistoire Général has aiready submitted to tle Leagas 
Committee a reasoued exposition of the Jewish view of the proposal of Lhe Com. 
mittee to make chaugea in the Gregorian Calendar which would militate against 
the observance of the Saturday Sabbath by Jews. There does not seem to be 
much likelihood of the proposals of the Committee being adopted, but iu view of 
the importance of some of the questions raised, the Joint Foreign Committee 
have made suggestions te the League Secretaria’ with a view to the direct 
representation of the Jewish community onany further Conferences which may 
be held. The Committee are in correspondence with the Chief Rabbi on this 
question 

THe GENEVA AGENCY.—Io agreement with the Alitance Israélite and the 
Jewish Colonisation Association, the Committee have appomted M. Sigmund 
alizer to act as their Permanent Agent in Geneva, in succession to the Kev. E. 
Ginsburger, who has lately been appoiuted Chief Rabb: of Belgium. 

Mr. M. Gorpon LIVeERMAN (Dablin, United) expressed surprise that 
there was no reference in the report to Hungary, where events of an anti- 
Semitic character were of constant occurrence. 

Dr. 8S. DAICHES asked whether there was any evidence to support the 
more favourable statement in regard to Russia (which his information 
did not confirm), aud whether any steps had been takeu to approach the 
members of the Kussian delegation nowin this country. So far as his 
knowledge went the oppression cf Hebraism and Judaism was very real, 
and the present situation might spell disaster to Russian Judaism. 

Mr. N. LAZAKUS (New load) drew attention to the protests by the 
Jews in the Bukovina apainst the proposed nationality law. 

Mr. GoLDsSMID said that the situation in Hungary had been discussed 
at a meeting of the Committee, but it was not feit desirable in the 
interests of the Huagarian Jews that any report should be made public 
atthe present moment. He assured the Deputies that the situation was 
being very carefully watched. ‘The question of Salonika would be brought 
immediately before the Committee. It might be impossible for them to 
take action, as the question of Sunday closing was defiuitely ruled out of 
the Minority Treaties. With regard to Kumania, thore were still 4500 
refugees iu that country, and owing to the recent immigration reatric- 
tions in the Uaited States it would be extremely difficult, if rot 
impossible, for the Jewish emigrating authorities to fulfil (he promise 
made to the Rumanian Government that the refugees should be evacuated 
by the lst of July. Ia these circumstances, and in the interests of the 
refugees, it was undesirable to raise other contentious qucstions with the 
Rumanian Government. Mr. Wolf was in communication with the 
leaders of the Jewish community ia the Bukoyina, and was fully aware 
of the situation; bot ia view of the fact that they would probably have 
to ask the Rumanian Government for further concessions in regard to the 
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refugees, it was not desirable to raise other wattersatthisstage. In regard 
to Russia, the loformation available did support the statement that there 
had been some improvement, but i¢ was extraordinarily difficult to give 
chapter and verse. With regard to the question of approaching the 
Russian delecation now in London, steps had been taken to approach the 
British Gover oment on the matter, and some correspondence wae taking 


place. 
Bolshevist Anti-Religious Campaign. 


Mr. MORRi® MYER rose to continue the discussion and was greeted 
by a remark by Mr. Maurice Jacobs, “Speak English!” This interjection 
aroused joud protests and cries of “ Withdraw! ” 

Mr. Jacobs sald that he withdrew the remark. He understood that 
Mr. Myer had said something in a foreign language. 

Mr. MYER went on to take exception to the wording of the paragraph 
in regard to Rassia, and expressed the view that the optimism displayed 
wae not jastifed. 

Mr. Bertram LL.B. (Newport, Mon.) deprecated intervention 
in a struggie between two sections of the Jewish people in Russia. The 
Russian Government had preserved tho lives and property of the Jews. 
He drew attention toa new feature of their debates. They were constantly 
treated to the spectacie cf members of committees getting up and 
criticising the reporta of those committees. He asked whether the 
principle cf collective responsibility did not prevail. 

Mr. Myer said that being a member of a committee did not deprive 
him of hia rights of criticism. 

The PRESIDENT said that it was not for him to say whether Mr. 
Jacobs’ charge was justified or not, but it was much better for members 
to ask «nestions in Cr mmittee. 

Mr. P. Hornowrlr?z (North-West London) said that there was no ques- 
tion of assisting ope section of Kussian Jewry againstanother It wae 
merely a demand for freedoro of conscience and religious practice. 

De. D. JOCHELMAN (Woolwich and Plumstead) responding toa genera! 
demand that he should speak, said that he thought Mr. Jacobs was quite 
right in saying that the Soviet Government had done a great deal ip 
regard to def: n ling the Jews irom pogroms. Most of the statements that 
one heard in regard to Kussia were uotroe and were dictated by political 
motives. It was both uotrue to say that the suppression of religion was 
in the bands of one section, or that the Government took a great part in 
it. It was the creed of the Communist party, which had two dominant 
ideas, the suppression of capitalism and the elimination of religion. 
It was an old part of their programme. So far as the Jews were 
concerned there had been going on for many years a fight between the 
“ Viddishists and the “ Hebraists.” The liebraists were former!y domi- 
nant and bad ths sympathy of the Goverament. The Yiddishists all 
belonged to the Socialist groups and were in an ioferior position. Now 
they were dominant and were taking revenge. The Commuopists were 
very keen on the education of the children on communist lines, and 
religion was being completely eliminated, not only among the young bat 
among the older people. He had shown an obscene cartoon, representing 
the Almighty. to a middle-aged Jew who thought it “excellent.” Io 
society it was not fashionable to talk about religion. He did not think that 
apy protest or representation would bring any result. 

The PRESIDENT expressed the thanke of the’ Deputiocs to Dr. 
Jochelman for his informative statement. 

The report was adopted.

It is nota matter which directly 
concerns of intereste me, and I only mentioned it to you because you complained 
of unfair treatment in this country at the hands of Christians As to the 
Jewish method of slaughter, Iam not so ready to accept your assurance that it 
isa yg peony rite. Enlightened Jews of my acquaintance assure me that it is 
pot, and you yourse!! were evidently under the necessity of making enquiries ov 
the subject.

Administration of Aliens Order. 
HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Ia Committee of Supply, om Thursday of last week, Mr. BRIDGEMAN 
(U., Oswestry) said that he hoped that the practice adopted by the 
predecessors of the present Home Secretary and the Minister of Labour, 
that uo alien should be permitted to land in this country without a permit 
from the Ministry of Labour in the event of his seeking to undertake 
a work for which any British man or woman was available, was 

ing followed. Such people ought not to be allowed to come here until 
the conditions of employment were very much better than at present. 

The HOME SECRETARY, ip reply, expressed the hope that the 
Government were going to get away from thé very stringent regulations 
which were necessary during the war. But they must always keep ip 
mind that in the present state of unemployment not even a Labour Home 
Secretary could be anxious to admit aliens to this country, if they were 
going to compete for positions that ought to be open tothe million workers 
of our own couutry who were still unemployed. He had, however, had 
some very touching cases brought before him, and he was not prepared 
to give any more definite commitment as to the administration of the 
Order than that which he had endeavoured to put into practice during the 
time he had been in office. 


Naturalisation of Aliens. 


Sir F. Haut (C., Camberwell, Dulwich) asked the Home Secretary 
whether, in view of his intention of taking steps to speed up the 
waturalisation of aliens desiring to settle in this country, and having 
regard to the present serious unemployment, he will consider as to 
appointing a Departmental Committee, in conjunction with the Ministry 
of Labour, to ingnire and report on the effect on labour conditions here 
of removing or further weakening restrictions on alien immigration. 

Mr. HENDERSON replied: The aliens whose applications for natural- 
gation 1 am anxious to deal with as expeditiously as possible have all 
been settled here for long periods; and no question as to restrictions op 
alien immigration arises in connection therewith.

the dauntless bravery and the unquestioning patriotism which 
earliest times animated the Jewish people. He showed how am ivy: 
Hebrew prophecy had been realised in the experiences which they h.) 
beén through during the great war. He felt prond to tell them that 


his opinion the Jew asa citizen of the British Empire had adm: bly 
done his duty, not only on the battlefield but also in all the o ry 
spheres of daily activity. The very idea of anti-Semitism was »o« 


repugnant to him, and he felt that anti-Jewish prejadice only emanat: | 
from Christians who were ignorant of history and all worldly affiirs io 
general. The great fact that the Jews bad not only sarvived, bu! 

had largely increased in numbers since the days of the Bible, was to hin 
an incontestabie proof of tho praiseworthy qualities innate in thom. 
lieferring to the Jewish community of Leeds, he said that there wire 
many among them for whom he had the greatest respect and recard, 
both by reason of their attachment to their ancient faith and of thcir 
bononrable devotion to the interest and welfare of the city. 

Rabbi H. Hurwirz delivered a sermon iu which he portrayed the 
patriotic eagerness with which the Jewish youth joined the fighting 
forces of Great Britain. The Jewish people, he said, could never be 
sufficiently grateful to Lagland for the kindly friendship and brotherhood 
which she had extended to them. 

The Rev. Dr. J. ABELSON, M_.A_.in the course of an address, said that the 
Jews of Great Britain had contributed even more than their just and 
equitable quota in the effort to win the war. Thay had no need to hang 
their heads in shame for the part which they had played. It was soe. 
times said that theyas Jews were inclined to take more from this country 
than they were disposed to give to it, but the help which they rendered 
in the war and the work which they did to advance Eagland’s cause was 
an absolute confutation of that unkind aspersion. He had from time to 
time come into contact with chaplains of other denominations who had 
served at the Front, and he had never heard one disparseging word con- 
cerning the ¢allantry, patriotism, and self-sacrifice of the Jewish soldiers. 

A reception was subsequently held in the Synagogue annexe, and was 
presided over by Mr. W. Stelk. 

Mr. V. LIGHTMAN, J.P., in thanking Sir Charles Wilson for bis 
services, praised his high qualities asacitizen. He was confident that 
in Sir Charles the local Jewish community had a friend who was and 
would always bea power of strength to them. 

Alderman HERBERT BROWN, iu responding to the toast of the visitors, 
said that he had lived in Leeds for close on fifty years and never had the 
least cause for harbouring any undesirable notions about Jewish citizens. 
He regretted that the Jews were often made the target of unfair criticism. 
From his own experience as a business man he could say publicly that he 
had never sustained any loss from any commercial transaction with a 
member of the Hebrew race. 

Councillor KELLY, who also responded, spoke of his long association 
with the Jews of Leeds in the domain of Friendly Society work. He had 
pbothing but praise for the genuine qualities which he always found them 
to evince, both as citizens and as “brothers.”

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The Jews in Barbados. 


LECTURE BY Mr. WILFRED 8. SAMUEL. 


Mr. Wilfred &. Samuel read a paper on “A Review of the Jewish 
Colonists in Barbados in 1679-+)” (with lantern slides), to the members of 
the Jowish Historical Society, at 'aiversity College last Monday. The 
Rabe presided. 

Mr. Samvpr said that the connection between the Sephardi con- 
gregations of London and Birbados bad always beena close one. The 
London congregation had assumed a tutelary position to the Barbadians, 
which had been maintained to this day, although there were now only two 
male Jews ontheisiand. Thearchives of the Barbados cougregation had 
been destroyed in the hurricane of i**1, but from the stady of a 
variety of documents it had been possible to reconstitute § ite 
history with a certain degree of completeness. At the c’os%e 
ef 1679, out of a total of about 490 households in Bridgetown, filty- 
four were owned by Jows, They formed a compact and self-contained 
element, and although they were disiiked by the English iababitants, 
they were for the most part unin >lested. Nevertheless, they sufiered 
from certain disabiliticos. They were not allowed to employ Christian 
servante, and were permitted only a iimited number of negroes. so that 
in many cases they were obliged to bring out at their own €xpenre poor 
coreligionists, and to maintain tiem for at least five years In the 
matter of taxation. the onus of collecting the imposts was thrown on 
some representative Jew. Another disability lay in the fact that uscbose 
Jews were naturalised or had taken out letters of indenisation, they 
could not safely import goods. Jowe had been resident on the 
island almost from the date of ite discovery in 1625. Many had become 
deeply attached to it, and had amassed comfortable fortunes. Com- 
mercial possibilities, for an inlenised Jewish merchant,'were ¢o0d. There 
was a considerable export trade in sagir, rum, molasses, and dyes; aad, 
tince the English pianters lived in a good deal of luxury, there was scope 
for the import of wine, foodstof«, five linen, aud crockery. Some Jews 
also derived their livelihool from tending out money at interest. The 
community was actively plhilanthrop'c. there was a communal charity 
fand, alin were distributed at funerals and there was a society known 
as the Bestowal of Lovinogkindooss. lo 1¢€79, tho Jewish population of 
Barbados nuiobered 590 sonte. of whom 240 were resident at Bridgetown. 
The lecturer went on to give particulars of the lives of many prominent 
Jowish inhabitants of the ixland, and mentioned thatthe late Mr. Erskine 
Childers wae a direct descendant of a Barbidian Jew. 

Thanks were accorded to Mr. Saine!. on the motion of Mr.°E! KAN N.

The Rabel expressed the hope that Mr. Samuel's paper would 
be widely circalated in America as well as inthis country. The inaugu- 
ration of the Barbados community had been almost cooval with that of 
the New York community, and any additional light thrown on the early 
Jewish settlers of New Amsterdam would be of very groat interest to 
American historians Unti! about two centuries ago, the Jewish popula- 
tion of Barbados had been as large as that of New York.

Dr. Weizmann’s Return. 
WELCOME TO ENGLAND. 


A luncheon to welcome Dr. and Mrs. W sizin 100, on their return :, 
their American tour was held on Taesday at the Holborn Restaura 
fir ALFRED MuND presided. 

The CHAIRMAN said that he was in the happy position of having ¢, 
propose the health of their old friend, comrade, and leader, Dr. Weizmann 
on his return from America. (Cheers.) It was necessary to say very 
little about the six months heroic work be had done in that vast continent 
Most of those present had been following closely, week by week hi 
triumphant progress from the shores of the Atlantic to the slopes of th. 
Pacitic. They bad seen him go, speak, and conquer. This was the third 
time he had been there, and no doubt it would not be the last. It wa» 
quite true to say that every time he went, the work became wore fruit)! 
the results more manifest, and the atmosphere better. There as here— 
in fact all over Jewry at the present time—there was a greater feeling ») 
working together and helpfulness and co-operation. Palestine, from being 
an experiment, was becoming an accomplisbed fact. The Z onist Orpanisa 
tion was more and more recognised as part of that great machine—ip 
essential part in the re-organisation of that greatcountry. Everybody he 
bad met who had been in Palestine, was very pleased with what wa: 
going on there, in fact enthusiastic. Hard-headed business people were 
surprised that the predictions he had made some years ago were coming 
true. Dr. Weizmann found much the same atmosphere in Amerc, 
Ho found there also a jive spirit of interest, a warm spirit o! he); 
and that memorable conference in which bo took part, and which 
was summoned by Mr. Louis Marshall, had induced a common :f «| 
fora common object. Once more they thanked Dr. and Mre. Weieman: 
and greeted them home again. 


Dr. Weizmann’s Address. 

Dr. We12M ANN, who was received with cheers, said that Mre 
mann and he were extremely gratefut for tho cordial and hearty 
welcome given them. They were happy to be once more in this 
country and to mest once more old Zionist friends. This hal been 
his third visit to America, and he thought the results wero oo the. 
whole satisfactory. They could be expressel very shortly. Tho A; 
Haycsod would have enough money to carry on in Palestius 
quietly until very late in 1925. It was as much as JJioniste had 
ever achieved before But the more important result was that there bad 
accumulated a considerable amount of good-will and readiness [.: 
co-operation with the Zionists in the work of upbuildipg Palestine, 
which would tell in the future much more than the eloquent sums that 
had been contributed to the Acren Haycsod hitherto He was convinced 
that the American Jewish community was dotermined, honestly, 
earnestly determined to see Palestine built up—tegether with the rest 
of the Jewish world—within our time. And there wero many reasons 
which had brought about this result. Foremost among those ressons 
was one fact which should be mentioned, becauso he thought the 
Zionists ought to be the first to know about it, and he believed ii 
would give thom 4 certain amount of satisfaction. The actual achieve 
ment in Palestine was the ons factor which was telling more than 
anything on public opinion in Amorica, both Jewish and non-Jewish. {1 
was a remarkabie fact to which their distinguished Chairman had alluded. 
Every visitor who came back from Palestine, whether a Zionist, an’ 
Zionist, or non-4icuisat, whether Jew or Gentile, was impresses! by 
what had been done in Palestine in the last four or five years. The genera! 
spirit of the people, the courage with which they had faced d filcuit situa 
tions, the actaal achievement, the number of acres of land pit under 
plough, the number of houses built, trees planted, peoplo settled these 
were things which spoke much more and made a deeper impression than 
any eloqucnt speeches that could bs made by any one of thin. io 
each community they met one or two people who had returned 
from Palestine, and they all said, “you Zionists have understatcd and 
underrated your own case.” That wasa very different condition from 
what had gone oa before, and was primarily responsible for what ever 
success their mission met had with there. There were subsidiary factors 
of some importance which co-operated. The American-Jewieh com 
muuity was, in contradistinction to ths An glo-Jewish community or the 
other small communaities, carried on by au enormous mass of Jews con 
gregated in big centres, and there was a current passing between 
the leaders and the big strata of the masses. Te them Jewish 
interests were not a purely academic problem, they were a /if 
ssue on which ‘they had to take a definite stand one way or 
another. The American Jewish community had not yet found itse!’. [0 
was just in process of fading itself. It was struggling for self-expression, 
and Palestine was boginning te play a very importantpart. The American 
Jews realised that it was 
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ESSENTIAL POR THE MAINTENANCE OF JUDAISM 

to have Palestine built up. He thought they realised that all the efforts, 
however great, noble, aud successful, they might make in America, were 
merely palliative work. The great means of maintaining Judaism 4+ & 
live force was to build up a great, beautifal, self-contained Palestine, 
beginning with the village and finishing with the university. These 
were the two positive factors which were the real definite forces 
at present operating in favour of what might be called the Zionist pro- 
gramme in America. In addition, there were a few negative factors. 
Anti-Semitism was on the increase; there was no doubtabout it. Recent 
legislation on immigration and the practical closure of the door for the 
Jews in America, coupled with the consc iousness that Palestine wight 
become a place which would absorb a conside rable number of imml- 
grants who would lead there a productive, uprig ht, and decent life—all 
that had made the Palestine problem a rea! and practical problem. le 
would like them to apprehend that the American Jews did not view it 48 
a controversial matter or as an experiment or as a thing which had to b® 
achieved in future generations. They were conscious of the fact that if 
the will of the American Jewish community was concentrated on the 'p- 
building of Palestine, the upbullding might be achieved within twen'¥ 
years. Whether it would be or not he was not prepared to say. Butone 
spoke in such terms, and he was positive that the will to build uP 
Palestine was becoming so manifest that there were very few important 
Jewish elements in Palestine that would stand aside. Tho day w4 
very near, much nearer than many of them thought two or thre? 
years ago, when practically everything that was Jewish in the 
American community would throw in its force on the chief ain of 
building up Palestine. And he thought that the way for the ©o 
operation—for a friendly, generous, straightforward, complete vie 
Operation betweea the Zionists and the non- Zionists, was paved. (Cheer? 
It was for the Zionists to continue the work, and he thought they wou : 
obtain support in a manner which hitherto had been impossible, Withor 
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andce exaggeration he could say that be bad returned from America con- 
adent that if they willed it and if they met the others in a anpirit of trust, 
confidence and harmony they would be able to

aii that was productive in tho American Jewish community, and 
he was sure all other communities would follow suit very soon. He 
thought they were entering on a period when they could look forward to 
an increased activity in Palestine and to a great unity in Israel on the 

‘atform of Palestine rebuilt. If it had been his good fortune to contribute 
a little to the achievement of this aim, he thought it was worth the strain 
and the stress of what the Chairman had called six months’ American 
hospitality. [¢eoas astrenuous business, but he was giad to say that, what. 
over wishes and aspirations he was privileged to expound on behalf of the 
vionist Organisation had been met ina spirit of friendliness, confidence, 
and vnity. and they had been treated by the American Jewish Community 
very well. It was only right and proper that he should express his profound 
gratitude for the reception he was privileged to have attheir hands He 
nad travelled from the Atlantic tothe Pacific, and be was astounded to find 
in emote communities like Texas, absolutely torn away from the current 
of Jewish life, aspirit of interest, keenness and, readiness to give, 1nd give 
of their best, both of men and money, towards the work, and this was no 
little thing in a place 6,000 or 7,000 miles from Palestine. There was a 
great foree which was waiting to be utilised, and it was the next business 
of the Zionist Organisation to harness that force and make it perform the 
work it was destined to perform in Palestine. The American Jewish 


community looked sometimes with astonishment on the Anglo-Jewish | 


-ommunity. It expected from the Anglo Jewish community a deeper 
interest and a little more effort towards the big task of the upbnilding of 
Valostine. It was somewhat astounded at marks of indifference to be 
foundin this community, and one was hopeful, when the unity to which 
be bad referred was brought about, that the Anglo-Jewish community 
would take a share io the burden, which was due from a community 
placed as it was in an important strategic position »is.+ vis Palestine.

responsibility for which was taken over by the Federation last December. 
A number of new committees were set up, and existing committees were 
reorganised and strengthened. An amount of over £4,000 has been 
collected and remitted to the Fund, and the number of regular contri- 
butors has been greatly increased. The closing of the separate office for 
the Acren Ileyesod thas enabled both the Federation and the lund, but 
more especially the latter, to effect considerable economies. A consider- 
able amount of the l’ederation’s energies was absorbed in organising the 
collection of S/iichalim and the election of delegates to the Congress. The 
Council has guaranteed the disposal of 15,000 Shekalisn, but only 10,000 
Shekalim have so far been paid for by the constituent bodies. A number 
of Zionist Societies have been revived and strengthened, and several new 
societies have been formed. The effort to draw the Friendly Societies 
into the Movement met with a fairamount of success. Six such societies 
joined: the Federation Curing the year, making a total of forty-one. 
The number of synagogues affiliated to the Federation is thirty-one, and in 
addition there are many synagogues which, though not affiliated, take 
Shekalin. Tie fiaancial position of thé Federation is far from satis 
factory. The last financial year, which ended on December 41st, closed with 
a deficit of £502. This has since grown to £150, notwithstanding econo- 
mies in administrative expenses. The embarrassing position is due to 
diminished income, and the hope is expressed that those who appreciate 
the vaiue to the Zionist Movement of the existence in this country of an 
organisation jike the English Zionist Federation, will also realise that the 
Federation can appeal for ite own needs only to a limited circle, asa 
gencral appeal to the community would clash with the Aercn Hayesod aud 
the Jewish National Fund. The report concindes with an expression of 
appreciation of the manner in which the Secretary, Mr. Hf. J. Morgenstern, 
aided by a smal! staff. has carried out bis duties under rather dificult 
circumstances.

“ White Cargo,” produced at the Playhouse on Thursday of last wee, 
is decidedly ‘' strong meat,” though it furnishes some good, red-blooded 
drama. The story ie of a young man. enthusiastic if somewhat pripyig), 
who arrives on the West Coast of Africa full of enthusiasm, but coop 
succumbs to the “damp rot” of the country, which, we are apparently 
intended to believe, ruins the body and soul of every white man why 
stays for any length of time in the country. The acting of the play js 
quite exceptionally good. Mr. Brian Aherne givea a particularly Striking 
impersonation of the youthful enthusiast; and Miss Mary Clare achieves, 
triumph io the only female rCle, that of a half-breed girl whom he marries 
and who subsequently attempts to poison him. Other parts are 
splendidly taken by Mr. l’ranklyn Dyali and that very sound actor. Vr. 
Horace Hodges. “ White Cargo” falls short of real greatness only ina 
much as it has no message, no real purpose underlying its (« irely 
exaggerated) picture of the sordidness of life on one outpost of the I wipire.

There are three kinds of drama-—the ordinary common.or gardey 
play which tells a straight story and means it, the allegory which tells 4 
story and meanssomething else, and the “expressionist” p' ay which doesn ¢ 
tella story and means anythicvg you like. ‘Man and the Masses.” by 
Ernst Toller, which was produced by the Stage Society last Sunday ana 
Monday, comes under the third citegory. Not that it is not an extra 
ordinarily powerful and gripping piece of work; it is that without any 
shadow of doubt, and it rivets the attention from beginning to end but ig 
partakes of the nature of some of the Hon. John Collier's pictures—it wweana 
something or the other—" you pays your money and you takes your choice.” 
If one must make a guess, it is probably designed to further the claims of 
what is loosely called individualism—but that view is advanced with the 
utmost difidence ‘ Expressionism” comes as a welcome relief from 
the futilities of the “ realistic ’ school; but its characteristic technique 
carries with it certain drawbacks which can be overlooked oaly if 
expressionist drama has some real, vital, and definite message to convey. 
Man and the Masses” bas no such message; or if it has it is too well 
camouflaged. Furthermore, it is not strikingly original—even the 
frenzied outburst against God is nota novelty. Bat, ignoring the «iestion 
of ultimate purpose or messa;2, many of the scenes in the play are as 
powerful as anything that bas ever been seen on the Londou stage and 
some wonderfal diatribes are delivered by Miss Sybil Thorndike, who gives 
a remarkable impersonation of “the woman who leads the social! revoln. 
tion until it becomes too strong for her, by Mr. George Hayes as“ the name. 
less one” (dare one identify bim as Demos?), and by Mr. Lewis T. Casson 
as “the guide.” Mr. Casson also produces, and has done his work with 
simplicity and dignity. The music, composed by Mr. J. H. Foulds, adds 
wonderfully to the effect of the play, and expresses to perfection the idea 
of stifled revolt.
